of the annexes now being done represent a synthesis of some production 
effort already underway or of somebody "writing a piece" on some subject 
suggested as a suitable topic. Often this results in an annex which 
either is straight reporting or appears to be telling a story. When topics 
are developed for your briefings, on the other hand, the object is to 
develop a thrust in order to get a particular message across to the 
President (whether providing him a background for decisions he will be 
facing; telling him something he would not/is not getting otherwise; or 
even suggesting policy alternatives). The key question we probe for 
is "what is important in any given situation that we want to get across 
to the President." Therefore, if a topic has been prepared for a

important that the annex be developed from the talking points/thrust 
outline rathe r than simply allow someone to take the topic and write a 
paper.
